ER fhining Merir, withthe Charms 

of herPerfon and Converfation, 

had procured her a great many Admirers. 

Among othe:s, ’tis faid the famous Mr 


Companions, his Unreadinefs and Jnat- 
tention plainly fhewed it was not out of 
Choice, but merely in Compliance with 
their Importunity, that he engaged. 

He commenced his Acquaintance with 
the Claffics at Eofom, while his Father re- 
fided there ; and by his {wift Advances in 
this Part of Learning quickly ‘became 
the Delight of his Mafter, a Man yery 
able in his Profeffion, and was treated by 
him with a very particular Indulgence, in 
fpight of the natural Ruggednefs and See 
verity of his Temper. hen his Father 
removed to London, he accompanied him, 
and was placed under the famous Dr 
Walker, Mafter of the Charter-Houfe 
Schoo]. His Exercifes here never failed 
of being diftinguifhed even among thofe 
that had the Approbation of that excellent 
Preceptor, who would fain have perfuad- 
ed his Father to fend him to one of our 
Englifh Univerfities. But how honourae 
bly foever Mr Rowe might think of the 
Learning of thofe noble Seats of the

demy in London; and fometime before

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us, the Belles Lettres under Perizonius, 
and. Experimental Philofophy under Sen- 
geerdius, and eftablifhed a Reputation for 
Capacity, righ erage aad an obliging 
Deportment, both among the Profeflors 
and Students. He returned from that 
celebrated Mart of Literature, with a vaft 
Acceffion of Treafure, in Books he had 
purchafed, and Knowledge he had amaf- 
fed'; and entirely incorrupt in his Morals, 
which he had preferved'as inviolate as he 
could have done under the moft vigilant 
Difcipline, though left without any Re- 
ftraints but thofe of his own Virtue and 
Prudence. 

The Love of Liberty had been always 
one. of Mr Rowe's molt darling Paflions. 
He was very much confirm’d therein by 
his familiar Acquaintance with the Hiftory 
and noble Authors of antient Greece and 
Rome, whofe very Spirit was transfufed 
into him, and rehding {0 long in a Re- 
publick, where he had continual Examples 
of the ineftimable Value of Freedom, as 
the Parent of Induftry, the Nurfe of 
Arts and Sciences, and univerfal Source 
of focial Happinefs. Tyranny of all Sorts 
he moft fincerely detefted, but moft of all 
ecclefiaftical, in every Shape ; deeming the 
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ed'the whole Audience. He hada Pene- 
tration and Quicknefs of Thought, hard- 
ly to be imagined. None of tHe politer 
Kinds. of Learning were neglected by 
him. He was a good Judge in Poetry, 
and had it in-his Power to have been an 
eminent Poet; for he had the vivid Fire, 
the rich Vein, the copious Di&ion effential 
to that Charaéter ; but as Poetry was not’ 
his predominant Inclination, his Genius 
had not all che Polifhing which Art and 
conftant Praétice might: have added to 
Nature. Hiftory was his favourite Study, 
for which his valt Memory, and exquifite 
Judgment peculiarly qualitied him. 

He had formed a Defign to compile the 
Lives of all the illaftrious Perfons in An- 
tiquity omitted by Plutarch, and tor this 
Purpofe read the antient Hiftorians with 
great Care.. This Intention he in. pare 
executed. Eight Lives were publifhed 
fince his Deceafe, by: way of Supplement 
to that admired aogregne:s in which, 
though fo young a Gnide, he ftrikes our 
his. Way like one well acquainted with 
the dark and intricate Paths of Antiquity. 
The Stile is perfectly eafy, yet concife 
and nervous; the Reflections juft, and 
fuch as might be expe&ted from a Lover. 


Slavery of the Mind, as the moft abje&tD of Truth and Mankind; and the Faés 


and ignominious, fo, in its Confequences, 
more pernicious than any other. . His 
Lives will be a glorious Monument of his 
Love of Liberty in the publick Weal; to 
which may be added his Poems, now firft 
publifhed, and in both which this com- 
mendable Ardour is very vifible. 


His Defires after Knowledge enlarged s 


with his Acquifitions. All his Morning 
Hours, and a large Part of the Afternoon, 
were devoted to Study, till rhe Time of 
his being feized with the Diftemper of 
which he died. His Library, in collec- 
ting which he was affifted by his accurate 
Knowledge of the beft Editions of Books, 
confifted of a great Number of the moft 
valuable Authors, and amounted at his 
Death to above five thoufand Volumes. 
He was a perfec Mafter of the Greek, 
Latin, and French Languages; and, which 
is feldom known to happen, had at once 


fuch a prodigious Strength of Memory;G 


interefting in themfelves, or made fo by 
the Skill ufed in the Relation. Befides 
thefe he had fiaifhed and fitted for the 
Prefs the Life of Zhrafybulus, which be- 
ing put into the Hands of Sir Richard 
Steele, for his Revifal, was, fome how or 
other, unhappily loft, and could never 
fince be recovered. The famous Mr 
Dacier having tranflated Plutarch’s Lives 
into French, with*Remarks hiftorical and 
critical, the Abbe Bellenger added; in 
1734, a ninth Tome to che other eight; 
confifting of the Life of Hannibal, and 
Mr Rowe’s Lives turned by_ him into 
French ; in the Preface to which Verfion 
he tranfcribes from the Englifh Edi- 
tion the Charater of the Author, with 
vifible Approbation, and faith, the Lives 
were written with Tafte, though being a 
potthumous Work the Author had not 
put his laft Hand to it. 

Being at Bath in the Year 1709, Mr 


and inexhauttible Fund of Wit, as would Rowe was intrcduced into Mrs Singer’s 


fingly have been admired, and much more 
united. Thefe Qualities, with an eafy 
Fluency of Speech, a Franknefs and Be- 
nevolence of Temper, a communicative 
Difpofition, and a natural Sprightlinefs of 
Behaviour, made his Company defired 
by all who knew him. ’Twas impoflible 
any one fhould be indifferent where he 
was prefent ; he animated every Convers

The Idea he conceived of 
her from Report, and from her Writings, 
charmed him ; bur when he had feen and 
converfed with her, he felt another Kind

Induftry, would be the moft likely and effectual 
Means. They joined ina voluntary Subfcripti- 
on among themfelves, and ‘engaged as many 
others in it as they could, which laid the firft 
Foundation of this great and publick Defign. 
They foon found fo great a Work.too heavy a 
Burden for a few private Hands, and made Ap- 
plication to her late Majefty Queen Anne, who 
was gracioufly pleafed to — and recommend 
the fame ‘by her Royal Procdamation, in the 
Year 1708 And in.a7og, granted ther Letters 
Patent, conftituting and .appoiitting a certain 
Number of the Subfcribers.to bea Soctety, or 
Body Politick, by the Nameof, Te secey in 
Scotland for propagating Chrifian Knowledge in 
the Highlands, and Ijlands, &c. with full Powers 
to receive Donations of Money, &c, and to 

urchafe Lands, @c. not excecding 2000/. a 
Gear ; and with the Profits and yearly Intereft 
of the fame to ereét and maintain Schools, with 
many other Privileges and Regulations. The 
Lords of Seffion, or Judges in Scotland, accord- 
ing to her Majefty’s Commiffion, nominated 
82. Subferibers to be the firft Members of the 
Society, all of them. Perfons of the beft and 
moft ditinguithed Charaéters ; whoat their firft 
general Meeting chofe .a Prefident, a Treafurer, 
a Secretary, and other Officers. They alfo chofe 
a Committee ot 15, who meet every Month, or 
oftner, as they have Occafion. Thete ‘is a Ge- 
neral Mecting of the whole Society every three 
Months, when they affume new Members, 
make general Regulations, give Orders to the 
Committee, and receive their Accounts. All 
Proceedings, both of the Committee, and of the 
General Meeting, are recorded in diftinét Books, 
which are always open to the Examination of 
évery Contributor, The Names of the Con-- 
tributors ate kept in a diftinét Regifter, with 
an Account of the feveral Benefactions. 


Of Civilizing Tfanders of Scotland. 
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In the Veir 1710, they began to fettle Schools 
in fach Places‘@s had never been reformed frorta 
Heathenifm : And their Capital Stock shaving 
ysarly.increafed, by the liberal Contributions df 
many Perfons of all Ranks in Great Britain, 
and amounting to above 10,000 /, moft of which 
is laid out upcn good Security ; they have in- 
creafed their Schools in proportion. Their 
Nombcr at prefent is about 100, where above 
4000 are taught, gratis, toread, write, Arith- 
metick, and Pitalmody. Many of the poorer 
Scholars have a Weekly Allowance ‘for ‘their 
Maintenance, and Cloaths and Booke provided 
for'them. Great Care is taken that the Scbool- 
mafters are Men of Probity, Capacity, and well 
aftected to theGovernment ; and they are obliged, 
defides the Teaching the Children in ‘thé Schools, 
to inftru€& thofe, in the Principles of Religion, 
who are too old to come to School, and at ‘too 
great a Diftance from the Parifh Church. ‘Many 
Popith Parents have at length permitted their 
Children to be inftruéted. ee 


C This Society thas appointed Perfons of Cha- 


raéter and Confideration to be Vifftors of their 
Schools, and to examine the Conduét and Dili- 
gence of the Schoolmafters, and the Proficiency 
of ‘the Scholars, and to tranfmit Accounts to 
them at Edinburgh. All poffible Care is taken 
to'manage the Money to the beft Advantage, not 
a Farthing being diverted to any other Parpofe 3 
and all the principal Officers of the Society ferve 
gratis. The Succefs of the Undertaking has 
anfwered all the Pains and Expence of the Secie~ 
ty: There appears a great Difpofition in the rif- 
ing Generation to be inftruéted ; many have 
learned to read the Scriptures, and attend Divise 
Service in Engii/b, where formerly the ye 4 
Tongue was only underftood. Several of

fome of them of being Mafters of the Society's 
Schools. Many of them have attained to fuch 
Degrees of Knowledge, as to be admitted to the 
Celebration of the Lord’s Supper. The Face of 
Reformation and Virtue begins to appear every 
where ; and there is reafon to apprehend, thet in 
a few Years, Ignorance, Popery, and the Irifp 
Language will be utterly extirpated ; and in their 
ftead, Virtue, Loyalty and Induftry will take 
Place. é 

Neverthelefs the prefent Fund is far from be- 
ing fufficient to the Vaftnefs of the Defign, as 
appears from the Report of the Commiffoners, 
appointed by his late Majefty K. George, Ammo 
1716, to enquire into tbe State of the Highlands 
and Iflands of Scotland, in purfuance of an AG 
of Parliament of the preceding Seffion, who gave 
it as their Opinion, ‘ That no Method was 
‘ likely to reduce thefe Countries to a State of 
‘ Peace among themfelves, and hearty Sutjesti- 
* on to the prefent Government, as that of efta~ 
* blifhing Schools among them ; and that, over 
‘ and above the prefent Number, 150 more were 
‘ abfolutely necefiary to render the Defign fully 
* effeétual.’ 

This Report had fo good an effeét, that it was 
enacted, ( Avno 4to Georgii) in the A& for wfting

Country is left to depend very much on private 
Contribution, 

I muft not forget to obferve to you, That the 
Society’s Charter extends to Popith and Infidel 
Countries beyond the Seas, and that four M/i/- 
fionaries axe maintained for converting the native 
Indians in Amarica to the Chriftian Faith ; three 
of which are ftationed on the Frontiers of New 
England, between our Settlements and thofe of 


French Canada, by which means the Indians ¢ 


in thofe Parts will more eafily be kept in Sub- 
je&tion to our Government. The Charge of 
thefe three is, in a great meafure, defrayed out of 
an Eftate left to the Society by a late worthy 
Clergyman in England for that purpofe. The 
other Miffionary is entirely fupported at the So- 
ciety’s Charge in the new Colony of Georgia;

ance, Alm{-giving is very excelient ; but 
to beftow fo sch oh the Poor, as not 
to make /ufficient Provifion for one’s own 
Family, is a great Sin. So is even Prayer, 
to the Neglect of other Duties: Wholly 
abftaining from Things indifferent, and 
innocent in themfelves, as forbidden, and

The Decoftion is made by boiling fome 
Herbs (together with a Ball, which confifts 
of Soap, Swines-Creffés burnt toa Black- 
nefs, and Honey) in Water. 

The Pills cont of Snails calcin’d, Wild 
Carrot-Seeds, Burdock-Seeds, Afhen- Keys, 
Hips and Hawes, all burnt to a Blacknef;, 
Soap and Honey. 

The Powder is thus prepar’d : 

Take Hens Kae Shei, well drained 
from the Whites, ary and clean, crufh them 
[mall with the Hands, and fil a Crucible 
of the twelfth Size (which contains nearly 
three Pints) with them lightly, place it in 
the Fire, and cover it with a Tile; then 
heap Coals over it, that it may be in 
the midft of a very Prong clear Fire, till 
the Ege-Shells be calcin'd to a greyifh 
white, and acquire an acrid falt Tafte: 


C This will take up eight Hours at leaf. Af- 


ter they are thus calcin’d, put them into a 
dry cleau carthen Pan, which muft not be 
above three Parts fit that there may be 
room for the Swelling of the Egg-Shells in 
Jacking. Let the Pan ftand uncover'd in 
a dry Room for two Months, and no longer : 


D Jn this Time the Egg-Shells will become of 


a milder Taffe, and that Part which is 
fufficiently calcin’d will fall into a Powder 
of fuch a Finenefs as to pas through a come 
mon Hair-Sieve, whichis to be done ace 
cordingly. 

In Tike Manner, Take Garden Snails with 
their Shells, clean’d from the Dirt, fill a 
Crucible of the fame fize with them whole, 
cover it, and place it in a Fire, as before, 
till the Snails have done fmoaking, which 
will be in about an Hour, taking Care that 
they do not continue in the Fire after that. 
They are then to be taken out of the Crucis 
ble, and immediately rubb'd in a Mortar to 
a fine Powder, which ought to be of a very 
dark grey Colour.

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The Egg-Shells may be prepar’d at any 
time of the Year; but it is beft to do them 
in Summer. The Snails ought only to be 
prepar’d in May, June, July and Augutt ; 
and I efteem thofe bef? which are cone in 
the firft of thefé Months. 

The Decoéion is thus prepar’d :

One of thefe Inftruétions appears to have 
been § famous Point of No Search but in 
Port, and the other, Immediate Reffituti- 
on for the Loffes.of the plundered Merchants. 
The Iberians, who little dream’d that 
their Right to fearch, within certain Li- 
mits, would have ever been deny’d by 
Great Lilliput, at firft abfolutely refufed 
to comply with the former Demand, and 
fhewed but very little Difpofition to gra- 
tify Lilliput in the laft.

F Minifters of State once come to avow 

Corruption, if they declare it a Mea- 
fure abfolutely neceflary, and aflert that 
Government cannot be carried on without 
it, for this very modeft Reafon, that the 
Reprefentatives of a Free, People will not 
make Laws for the Publick Good, unlefs 
they are bribed, without examining the 
Particulars, we may guefs at the Peoples 
Happinefs under fich a virtuous Admini- 
fliation. 
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Whoever talks in this Manner, declares 
that thofe who are appointed to make 
Laws fora Nation are no better than a 
Gang of Banditti. 

I would ask thefe Gentlemen that ar- 
gue for Corruption, what they would 
think of a Man who, having the Charge 
of a Fort or a Cittadel committed to him, 
fhould give it up thro’ Fear, or betray it 
for Gold ; will they allow that he ought 
to be hang’d by the Laws of all Nations ? 
If they will make us this {mall Concefli- 
on, what muft we think of thofe that 
fell the whole Country, and give up Po- 
fterity itfelf ? Virgil places the’Be- 
trayer in the loweft Part of Hell, vendidit 
hic Auro Patriam; but could this great 
Poet have invented a Hell bad enough for 
the Man who, not content with betraying 
his Country himfelf, made it the Study 
and Bufinefs of his whole Life to corrupt 
others to betray it alfo ? 

All our Writers upon Gbvernment have 
told us, that England can never be en- 
flaved but by Parliament, and. I think 
there are but two Methods of fitting Par- 
liaments for this pious Work, one is by

If ever the Reprefentatives of the Peo- 
ple in this Nation, or a Majority of them, 
fhould, for Places, Penfions, and occafi- 
onal Sums of Money, devote themfelves 
to a Minifter, Poverty, Oppreflion, and 
Mifery will follow all their Refolutions ; 
nothing good can ever be expected from 
fiuch, and, without Doubr, they will be 
no more look’d upon, or confider’d, as 
the Reprefentatives of a free People, than 
Oliver’s Rump was: They may, 
by Terror and Force, cram Things down 
the Throats of the Nation; but the Ve- 
neration due to juft Laws will never be 
paid to any of their Adts, and, it is even 
probable, that the People will not think 
themfelves bound by them. 

It is therefore the Bufinels of the 

whole 
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whole Nation to require their Reprefen- 
tatives, that a Law fhould be pafs’d toex- 
clude not only Penfioners, but Place-Men, 
from fitting in either Houfe, at leaft toli- 
mit the latter, and confine them to fuch 
a Number: as may not be dangerous to 
Liberty. No other Expedient can 
be found out to hinder Minifters from 
modelling Parliaments to their own Pur- 
poles, and making them the Inftruments 
of the Peoples Slavery. 

Such a Law may be necefiary at this 
Time, when Employments are become 
very numerous, and many of them infi- 
nitely more lucrative than heretofore ; 
befides, it is vilible to all the World, that 
Place-men are become extremely unpopu- 
lar in this Nation, and begin to be confi- 
der’d as fo many Enemies to publick Li- 
berties. 

It will be proper to apply for it at this 
Time for another Reafon, becaufe the 
prefent Parliament, being free from all 
Sufpicion of Venality themfelves, — will 
pafs it, not only to keep themfelves free 
from the Sufpicion, but alfo to prevent 
Corruption from entering into future Par- 
liaments ; and good Laws mutt be pufh’d 
for, when they can be eafieft obtain’d. 

He next takes Notice that in the long 
Parliament of Charles II. there were 18 
fcandalous Fellows who received Money 
from the Court, which, tho’ no more 
than 8000 /. occafion’d a great Clamour ; 
but there was not to be found, in the 
whole Nation, one Wretch fo abandon’d 
as to juftify a corrupt Dependence of the 
Reprefentatives of the People upon the 
Minifters. 

He illuftrates this SubjeG by a Speech 
of Sir Francis Winnington, tor profecu- 
ting, with urmoft Rigour, thofe Monfters 
call’d Pénfioners, that fat in the long Par-

underwent was owing tof Pronce Oppufition, and uppofing it with Temper + 
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nefs which there is in Mankind, both to 
magnify the real Inconveniences of their 
Condition, and add imaginary ones to 
them ; and their own ill Conduétis always 
the laft thing they charge them upon; 
that of their Superiors, ufually the firft. 
For thefe Inconveniences, they flatter 
themfelves in the next Place, there muft 
be fome Remedy; and then, whatever 
Scheme for Reformation either their own 
Imagination prefents, or any-body elfe 
fogactts they embrace it immediately, run 

ily away with it, and foon grow too 
vehement ever to confider, whether it be 
not impracticable or ineffe€tual, unjuft or 
pernicious. Intereft, Opinion, Refent- 
ment, Warmth of Temper, place different 
Things before different Perfons, in very 
ftrong Lights ; too ftrong perhaps to fee 
them diftin@ly, at leaft to obferve every 
thing connected withthem. Thefe Views 
however they act boldly upon, heat one 
another, fometimes by Concurrence, fome- 
times by Oppofition ; doubt nothing in 
themfelves, fufpe& nothing in thofe that 
differ from them, deftroy the Quiet of 
Numbers who have not deferved it, as 
well as their own; and all to do Mifchief, 
it may be, inftead of Good, even though 
they intend Good. For not only Schemes, 
which look plaufible to fuch Perfons, may 
be very hurtful notwithftanding, perhaps 
to themfelves, perhaps to others, eke 
have an equal Right to be confidered ; but 
fuppofing them innocent, fuppofing them 
beneficial ; yet attempting them rafhly 
may do unknown Harm, fhould they 
mifcarry ; and coft infinitely roo dear, 
fhould they fucceed. If a Nation is to 
be put into a Ferment for them, and the 
Multitude call’d in to be vehement about 
Matters of which they are no Judges ; 
this in itfelf is a dreadful Evil, and may 
poffibly arife to a deftruétive Height. For 
in fome Circumftances it is much eafier to 
inflame Perfons, thanto forefee when they 
will cool: And there is one Point of yet 
greater Importance than reforming Faults, 
——preferving Reverence to Authority. 
——If this be once loft, every thing will 
be levelled.—And it ought to be well 
thought of, that Perfons, who begin with 
moderate and moft laudable Intentions, 
may forget themfelves, may be entangled 
with others, —— may be led on or driven 
into doing what they greatly difapprove ; 
or may Iofe all Power of hupein Mif- 
chief, when it is once fet to work ; and 
have nothing left, but to perifh with the 
ro in the Storm they have help’d to 
raife—Thefe Dangers are powerful Rea- 
fons fur thinking coolly what deferves 
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for asking ourfelves often, how far we 
mean to go? and obferving carefully, 
what thofe Perfunsaim at with whom we 
are engag’d ; fur weighing well what Re- 
medies the publick Confticution will bear, 
what it will be likely to fink under; and 
feripufly recolleéting, how great Multis

Licentioufnels of 
Speech and Writing, a favourite and moft 
entertaining Specics of Liberty to the In- 
confide rate, had the Effects arnongft them 
Which it. muft have every where, nor ™ 
only of injuring particular Perfons in the 
molt fentble Manner, but of deitroving 
that Regard to Stations and Offices, 
Ranks and Orders of Men, which mutt 
be preferv’d, or Society mutt be diflolv’d, 

or when once the People are taught to 
think ill, or meanly, of all Perfons that F 
are their Governors, what remains for 
them but to think in the fame Manner of 
Government itfelf, and trear it according. 
ly? There may indeed perhaps be no e1- 
feQual Method of reftraining thefe Enor- 
mities by Law, conlidering how artfully 
Men have learnt to difguile them, with- 
out very great Danger of hurtful Confe- 

uences fiom the Reftraint. Bur to take 
this Advantage for being guilty uf them, 
is a moft ungenerous Ufe of Preed-m a- 
gainft fuch as wifh it well, and a moft 
unwife one againft fuch as do not. 

Bur indeed there are Perfons who feem 
almoft to think that Liberty cannor be H 
extended too far ; that every Diminution 
ot  prghi! is fo much Gain, every In- 
creafe of it fo much Lofsto the Commu. 
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nity. Now if this be true, Law and'Qo- 
vernment are a publick Nuifance: And if 
net, Men ought to confider, what Re- 
ftraints are requifite, as wellas what may 
be abus’d ; and remember, thata Right ta 
do Things neceffary ta be dene, mult be 
vefted fomewhere, and muft be exerted. 
Authority indeed isof a gyowing Nature, 
but fo is Averfion to Authority ; and Freee 
dom unreftrain’d isPuwer unreftrain’d.No 
Tyrannies have been more inlupportable 
than thofe of the Multitude ; nor can any 
Perfons be more juftly dreaded, than the 
who declaim for Liberty, in the Spirit o. 
Perfecution; and demand it with Jnjo- 
lence, in the midft of the Enjoyment of it. 
——Such Behaviour plainly fhews, that 
not content with being free, they want to 
rule ;-—— and {ince they cannot picad, that 
any harfh Treatment hath provok’d them 
to thefe Outrages, they are fo far lef ex- 
ciufable than fome of their Predeceffors in 
the Times of our Troubles.
